To the Members of the 


Audubon Association: 


We stand for a policy of sanity in the present waterfowl crisis. 
Everyone should read our statement on page 11 of this issue of 
Birp-Lore. 

Those who wish to continue shooting waterfowl trot forth the 
same old arguments year after year in the face of a continuously 
dwindling supply and an ever-increasing demand. 

Those who maintain loudly that there is not enough natural food 
say that they will not put out artificial feed for the Duck’s dinner 
unless they get their bait back in the form of a dinner on Duck. 

Duck club members and their employees know where much of the 
illegal trapping and shooting for the market takes place; with their 
full codperation, an adequate Federal enforcement staff could practi- 
cally put an end to this nefarious business. 

As for closed seasons on some species and open on others, it is a 
sorry fact that few Duck hunters are able to tell one species from 
another, especially on the wing and coming in fast to a blind; more- 
over, some species are really difficult to differentiate and this is 
especially true of the females. 

It stands to reason that the percentage of supply killed, crippled, 
and lead-poisoned each year is substantial. No one has exact figures, 
but, as every banker knows, even a small percentage makes all the 
difference between a profit and a loss, and the evidence of loss in 
Duck-supply is overwhelming. 

Ducks lay from 6 to 15 eggs in a clutch; in other words, they can 
and should multiply quickly if adequate breeding-stock be preserved. 

So let’s control the kill as a definite contribution to an increased 
supply, and in this I appeal to all fellow sportsmen for their full- 
hearted coéperation. 


KERMIT ROOSEVELT 


PRESIDENT 


HE recent action of the Board of Directors in electing Kermit Roosevelt 

as President of the Audubon Association will naturally be acclaimed as 

highly appropriate not only by our members, but also by all others 
acquainted with the Association’s purposes and activities. 

Kermit Roosevelt has inherited his great love for the out-of-doors from our 
naturalist-President whose rare and intimate companionship he shared from 
his earliest boyhood days at Sagamore Hill (a beautiful picture of which is 
given us in “The Happy Hunting Grounds”) to that arduous and perilous 
journey down the River of Doubt with its all but tragic ending. 

The new President of the Audubon Association, now in the prime of life, 
was born at Oyster Bay, N. Y., in the late 80’s of the last century. His interests 
and accomplishments have been many and varied as attested by the following 
brief rehearsal: Two years prior to his graduation from Harvard, he accom- 
panied his father on the well-known African expedition which resulted in the 
collection of many valuable specimens of mammals for the famous Habitat 
Groups of the American Museum of Natural History, of which he is now 
Trustee. The years from 1911-1916 found him engaged in banking and en- 
gineering in South America. It was during this interval in 1914 that he joined 
his father in what proved to be the extremely hazardous exploration of the 
previously unmapped Brazilian river alluded to above. 

Shortly after the opening of the World War, we find him commissioned as a 
Captain in the British Army serving with the Motor Machine Guns in Meso- 
potamia. He was later transferred to the 7th Field Artillery of the First 
Division of the United States Army, being honorably discharged in 1910. 
During this interval he was awarded the British Military Cross and also the 
Montenegrin War Cross. 

Mr. Roosevelt is author of the following books: ‘War in the Garden of 
Eden” (1919); ‘““The Happy Hunting Grounds” (1920); “East of the Sun and 
West of the Moon” (1926); ‘American Backlogs’”’ (1928); joint author with 
his brother Theodore, of ‘Quentin Roosevelt—a Sketch with Letters.” and 
“Trailing the Giant Panda” (1929). He is Second Vice-President of the New 
York Zodélogical Society. 

In commenting upon his recent election to the Presidency of the Audubon 
Association, Mr. Roosevelt stated: 

“IT have accepted the office of President of the Audubon Association with a deep sense of 
responsibility and great appreciation of the honor. In a country populated by 130,000,000 
people of the standard of intelligence and education of those of the United States, there is 
a vast army genuinely and rightly concerned as to the preservation of our wildlife resources. 


To weld the views and coérdinate the efforts of all these people is no small undertaking, 
but we shall aim to play an influential part in bringing about such united action.”

EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


‘T NHE administrative responsibilities which heretofore have been the 
President’s have been transferred to a newly created officer known as 
Executive Director. John Hopkinson Baker, previously Chairman of 
the Board, has been elected to this important position. 

Mr. Baker, like Mr. Roosevelt, the Association’s newly elected President, 
is in the prime of life, having been born in the middle go’s of the last century. 
He is the son of the late George Pierce Baker, formerly Professor of Dramatic 
Literature at both Harvard and Yale Universities and Director of the Yale 
University Theatre. His mother is the daughter of John Prentiss Hopkin- 
son, whose private college preparatory school for boys was pre-eminent in 
Boston. 

Mr. Baker’s interest in birds was stimulated at the early age of seven by 
the contagious enthusiasm of the younger group of the Nuttall Ornithological 
Club, of which he has been a member since 1911. He is also a member of the 
Cooper and Wilson Clubs and has been an Associate Member of the A. O. U. 
since 1911. During the period of his membership in the Linnzan Society of 
New York since 1924, he has served both as Treasurer and President, the latter 
office having been held since March 1933; in this organization he has taken an 
especially active part and has helped to guide the Society’s interests and 
activities into the broad field of wildlife conservation. 

Since his graduation from Harvard in 1915, Mr. Baker has been actively 
engaged in industrial and banking pursuits, and has been identified with 
prominent brokerage and underwriting firms in New York City. In recent 
years he has conducted a private investment counsel business. These pursuits 
were carried on without interruption until now, with the exception of two 
years’ service with the rank of First Lieutenant as an army airplane pilot 
during the World War. 

This brief sketch would be quite incomplete, as his friends well know, 
without mention of his seven-hundred-acre farm at Millbrook in the heart of 
Dutchess County, New York. Here, on week-ends, in the midst of plentiful 
wild bird and mammal life, and as a breeder of pedigreed Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, he finds welcome change of scene from the rush of city life. 

Mr. Baker takes this occasion to send you this message: 

“Tn the character and qualifications of new personnel now becoming officially identified 


with your Association, you have tangible assurance that the administration is going into 
action.. The opportunity to advance our aims is here. We accept the challenge.”

Editor of Brrp-Lorg, is perhaps best known to that public interested 
in birds as Curator of the Jones Beach State Bird Sanctuary on 
Long Island. Three years ago he inaugurated there a program of field 
research and education that, under his continued direction, is constantly 
growing in scope. Not so well known, however, is his parallel experience in

publishing and conservation. 

As an editor for the New York Academy of Sciences, he became thoroughly 
acquainted with the demands of technical scientific publications; earlier 
work, with the Dell Publishing Company of New York City, brought him 
into close contact with the problems of popular magazines. He has written 
articles for Nature Magazine, American Forests, and other publications in the 
same field, and he is the author of a number of published short stories. 

His work for conservation has included both the general problems he 
encountered as Secretary of the Linnzan Society of New York and chairman 
of its Conservation Committee, and the daily practical problems of bird- 
protection on the Jones Beach Sanctuary. He is a member of the Audubon 
Association’s Waterfowl Committee and is especially interested in the problems 
associated with these birds. 


WARREN F. 
EATON 


N recent years the outstanding champion of our raptorial birds has 

been Warren F. Eaton, who, on January 1, joined the Association’s staff. 

To him the Association’s Hawk and Owl Preservation Campaign, of 
which he is in charge, is a crusade. 

Although up to now actively engaged in the textile and wholesale drygoods 
business in both New York and Boston, Mr. Eaton has taken advantage of 
every opportunity to indulge in his favorite pastime of field ornithology. This 
has been his hobby for more than twenty years, during which time he has made 
numerous contributions to newspapers and magazines on the subject of birds, 
as well as addressing various groups and organizations in the interest of the 
protection and preservation of our much-persecuted Hawks and Owls. His 
new connection with the Audubon Association will enable him to greatly expand 
all these activities. 

Mr. Eaton, who now lives in Upper Montclair, N. J., was graduated from Har- 
vard in 1922. He acted for several years as Secretary of the Nuttall Ornitho- 
logical Club. He has served as President and Secretary of* the Linnean Society 
of New. York; as Treasurer of the Eastern Bird-Banding Association; and at 
present is President of the Montclair (N. J.) Bird Club, and a Trustee of the 
New Jersey Audubon Society. He was largely instrumental in founding the 
Hawk and Owl Society of which he is Secretary, and he has been Chairman 
of the Audubon Association’s Hawk and Owl Committee.

of Roger Tory Peterson, who, as announced in the November-December 


Brrp-Lore, has become a member of our staff. 

This outstanding young ornithologist confesses that he might easily have 
become the most notoriously bad boy in his home community of Jamestown, 
N. Y., had it not been for the fact that at the age of eleven, an opportunity 
was presented to him to become a member of a Junior Audubon Club. Here 
his attention was first called, by means of the Audubon Leaflets, to the 
marvelous beauty of birds, their form, color, wondrous migrations and other 
interesting habits. That this interest, thus early aroused, has carried Mr. 
Peterson very far, is well known to all those who have seen his bird paintings 
as exhibited at various meetings of the A. O. U. and in different cities of the 
country. Mr. Peterson, however, is best known for his “Field Guide to the 
Birds,”’ a new kind of bird-book which instantly sprang into great popularity, 
the first two editions of five thousand having been exhausted in a compara- 
tively short space of time. 

Mr. Peterson’s five years of training in The Art Students’ League and the 
National Academy of Design of New York City, together with his teaching 
experiences in summer camps and his instructorship in natural sciences and 
art at River’s School of Brookline, Massachusetts, admirably equip him to 
assist in the Association’s educational work, which continues under the 
direction of Mr. Hadley. A feature of considerable importance is Mr. Peterson’s 
supervision of our Supply Department which it is planned to greatly enlarge by 
the inclusion of nesting-boxes, feeding stations, bird-baths, etc. 
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LESTER L. 
WALSH 


T is not often that a man’s vocation in life happily links him with his 
avocation. This, however, has actually happened in the case of Lester L. 
Walsh, who recently has been elected Assistant Secretary of the Audubon 

Association. Mr. Walsh’s vocation in life as expert shorthand reporter for a 
number of years has taken him constantly before various important national 
gatherings in the larger cities of the land, while his avocation, which is his 
really all-absorbing interest in life, has carried him far afield on bird-trips to the 
fresh-water swamps and flat pinewoods of peninsular Florida; to the saguaro 
and mesquite-dotted desert areas of southern Arizona, and to the spruce and 
balsam woods of the North Country. As evidence of his enthusiasm for these 
things, it is no exaggeration to say that his discovery of the nest of an Audubon’s 
Caracara in a cabbage palmetto top on the St. John’s prairies of Florida 
abundantly compensated him for the expense entailed by a motor trip to that 
state. 

This intense interest in birds, which has known no interruption save during 
a period of service as a ‘““doughboy”’ with the 27th Division during the Somme 
and Ypres-Lys Offensives in Belgium and France, has also manifested itself 
in service as a Scoutmaster and Examiner for the Bird Study Merit Badge. He 
is also a Trustee of the New Jersey Audubon Society, a member of the Linnzan 
Society of New York, and an Associate of the A. O. U. 

Mr. Walsh in addition to his duties as Assistant Secretary will act as 
personal assistant to Mr. Baker, Executive Director. 
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ALEXANDER 
SPRUNT, JR. 


HE appointment of Alexander Sprunt, Jr., of Charleston, S. C., to be 

the Association’s field representative for the South, places upon a full- 

time basis a very pleasant relationship which in the past has been only 
temporary and periodic. 

Mr. Sprunt, working under the direction of Robert P. Allen of the Sanctuary 
Department, will supervise the guardianship by Audubon wardens of colonies 
of breeding birds and concentrations of wintering birds from the Carolinas 
south to Florida and Texas. From his earliest youth he has, as he himself 
puts it, been “a prowler of swamps,” so that he can be counted on to feel 
thoroughly at home in an Audubon sanctuary. 

Mr. Sprunt will also render valuable service to the Association as an edu- 
cational field representative, particularly in the Carolinas. That he is admirably 
equipped for this work is abundantly attested both by his wide experience 
as a field ornithologist and also as a lecturer and writer. He has contributed to 
more than a dozen of our best-known magazines, a collection of his stories 
having been published in 1931 under the title, “Dwellers in the Silences.”’ 

Mr. Sprunt has been this Association’s Advisory Board representative for 
South Carolina, a member of its Hawk and Owl Committee, and has acted as 
the warden for the Penny Dam Egret Rookery in South Carolina. He is a 
member of the A. O. U. and for some time has been Curator of Ornithology of 
the Charleston Museum. 
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COUNTRY’S WATERFOWL FACING CRISIS 


Audubon Association Calls for One Year’s Closed Season and 
Adequate Federal Enforcement 


"[ evicee the United States as a whole, reliable reports give startling 
evidence as to the scarcity of Ducks this fall and winter of 1934-35. 
This information is based not only on our own field investigations in 
the important concentration areas east of the Mississippi, but also upon those 
of various other dependable agencies. 

Whatever the differing beliefs of individual conservationists, outdoor 
enthusiasts, sportsmen, and others may be as to the principal causes of such 
extraordinary decline, the fact remains that control of the killing of waterfowl 
by man is the only means we have of quickly contributing to the restoration of 
an adequate breeding stock. Restoration of breeding-grounds through ex- 
penditure of Government or other funds we highly commend and fully sup- 
port, but such procedure alone will not suffice to meet the present emergency. 

We do not stand for the prohibition of shooting; we are not opposed to 
field sports conducted in accordance with the law. The present vitally critical 
situation demands relegating to the background incidental issues such as 
baiting, bag-limits, hours of shooting, live decoys, sink-boxes or batteries, and 
calls for concentration on the two most effective means of limiting the kill. 

We will have the definite support of a very considerable number of sports- 
men, men who with eagir anticipation have looked forward each year to the 
waterfowl hunting season; to the tang of the salt air on the open marsh; to 
frosty sunrises at prairie sloughs; to the whistling of Ducks’ wings overhead and 
the beauty of Geese coming in to the blind. Many such men realize that there 
must now be a closed season if they, their children, and their children’s children 
are to enjoy in the future what has been to them a fascinating sport. 

The opposition to the proposed action will come from some who, judging 
the national waterfowl supply by local concentrations, do not realize the 
extent of the depletion which has taken place; from those who look upon a 
Duck or Goose as something primarily to serve their sport, or as food or a 
source of income; from some who have financial interest in the maintenance 
of license fees; from some who have financial interest in the sale of guns and 
ammunition; from some who have financial interest in real estate, the value 
of which a closed season might adversely affect; from those who maintain 
Duck “clubs” as a commercial business for profit. These persons are actuated 
by quite natural and understandable motives. 

The Audubon Association is sounding the clarion call! We ask for the 
enthusiastic approval and active support of every organization of sportsmen, 
conservationists, ornithologists, nature lovers, farmers, and others willing 
to crusade with us to (1) close the season on waterfowl for one year begin- 
ning September 1935, and to (2) provide adequate assignment of Federal 
enforcement personnel to make such a closed season effective. 
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TRAPPING AND GRAZING TO CEASE ON THE 
RAINEY WILDLIFE SANCTUARY 


At a meeting of the Board of Directors of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies, held on January 21, 1935, the following resolutions were 
adopted: 


WHEREAS, we believe that no control of birds or mammals by man should 
be exercised unless careful scientific examination has demonstrated the need 
thereof, and 

WHEREAS, we subscribe fully to the view that control should not be exercised 
on sanctuaries for wildlife unless the actual need be very amply demon- 
strated, and 

WHEREAS, we are unwilling to engage in control operations purely on the 
grounds of well-informed opinions, without sustaining evidence based upon 
experience, and 

WHEREAS, we know that there is competition for food between the Louisiana 
muskrat and the Blue and Snow Geese on the Louisiana coastal marshes, 
but are not fully convinced that such competition will seriously affect either 
competitor adversely, and 

WHEREAS, we realize that a small number of birds, mostly Rails, are 
unavoidably caught in muskrat traps and that no way has been devised to 
avoid this incidental but regrettable contingency; therefore be it 

Resolved, that, beginning with the 1935 fall trapping season, this Association 
shall not conduct any control operations on the Rainey Sanctuary unless at 
some future indefinite date it becomes very clear that control of certain form 
or forms of wildlife is requisite for the survival on, or continued use of, that 
sanctuary by other forms of wildlife, and more particularly the continued use 
by Geese and Ducks, the preservation of which was clearly the primary purpose 
of the establishment of the sanctuary. Furthermore, 

WHEREAS, we know that the use of portions of the sanctuary as pasture 
for cattle, usually in the months from November to April, unavoidably results 
in some trampling of food and habitations of forms of wildlife, and 

WHEREAS, we know that the presence of cattle and, more particularly, of 
accompanying cattlemen, unavoidably disturbs many species of birds and 
causes many Ducks and Geese to move, at least temporarily, off the sanctuary, 
and 

WHEREAS, we know that in order to provide succulent green feed for cattle 
by December 1, there exists the incentive to burn the marshes before they are 
wet enough to avoid injury to wild birds and mammals, and before the seeds 
of the grasses, on which Ducks and other forms of wildlife feed, have fallen; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, that, beginning with May 1935, no grazing of cattle shall be 
permitted on the Rainey Wildlife Sanctuary. 
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Kok-ar-ow 
By ALFRED M. BAILEY, The Chicago Academy of Sciences 


JHEN the southerly winds begin to blow over the arctic tundra, 
loosening the winter snows that clothe the frozen mosses, the ringing 
call, kok-ar-ow, of the Red-throated Loon is heard from far and near. 

Eskimos, on catching the far-echoing notes for the first time, smile, for they 
know that winter is over. Kok-ar-ow, the long-necked diver of the inland 
ponds, has returned from wherever he goes during the long, dark night, and it 
will not be long before wild flowers will be blooming over the broad expanse of 
northern prairies. 

It is true that the lagoons are still locked in ice, but the melting snows have 
opened pockets near the mouths of small streams, and offshore winds have 
caused the ocean ice to shift, making leads where the Loons rest and feed, and 
await a favorable time to start nest-building. They are very active, flying in 
pairs far out over the frozen ocean, or inland across the snow-covered expanse; 
their constant clamor—kok-ar-ow-kok-ar-ow is heard at all hours of the long 
day and the short night. 

Then, when the dwarfed willows appear from beneath the vanishing snow- 
banks, and the continued warmth of the sun has rotted the edges of the ice, 
the birds choose a favorite pond where, doubtless, they have been nesting for

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years past. The two greenish brown eggs are laid directly upon the ground, 
within a foot of the water, or in a platform of coarse grasses if the nest is in a 
marshy area. 

Many years have passed since I first made the acquaintance of the Red- 
throated Loon in arctic Alaska. I witnessed their arrival in the spring and 
watched them going through their courtship antics, now sailing high in the air, 
the paired birds keeping their interval with precision; they curve and swoop 
with fast-beating wing, and, again, sail as they dive downward with tremendous 
speed. The majority of the Red-throats, I found, nested on reed-bordered 
ponds where their eggs were well concealed among the short grasses or dwarfed 
willows that grew in tangled profusion, while their relatives, the Black- 
throated Pacific Loons, seemed to prefer exposed places with scant growths of 
vegetation, where they could see, and be seen (by a careful observer) for miles. 

I always desired an opportunity to know more about these birds; they were 
so numerous, such a part of the northern life, it seemed that I was unac- 
quainted with neighbors. I saw the Loons take their black chicks into the 
middle of the ponds, and carry food to them at all hours of the day from the 
distant ocean, but I was never successful in studying them at close range. 
When snow began to fall in late August, adults and young began to appear 
along the ocean, swimming in the surf close to shore, where we often saw the 
red-throated parents diving for food and feeding the large gray youngsters, 
which were now as adept upon the wing as were the old ones. But even in early 
September, when ice had formed to a considerable thickness on the tundra 
lagoons, a few adult birds were heading inland with shiny fish dangling cross- 
wise in sharp beaks, apparently carrying food for young. The Eskimos claim 
that it is not unusual for ice to form long before the young are able to fly, 
when they are forced ashore and either perish or are led overland to salt water. 

The Red-throated Loons, nearly circumpolar in distribution, are known 
to all tribes of northern dwelling natives, from the islands of the Arctic Ocean 
to the southern shores of Labrador. It was along this latter coast that Audubon 
made his beautiful paintings more than one hundred years ago. It was my 
privilege to visit, in company with Dr. Harrison Lewis, many of the places 
worked by Audubon, and to photograph my old friends, the Loons, in the 
same place where Audubon made his studies. 

The southern coast of Labrador—the north shore of the Gulf of the St. 
Lawrence eastward to the Straits of Belle Isle—consists of rocky bluffs and 
islands clothed with typical vegetation of the arctic. Masses of moss cover the 
rocks, small willows sprawl in sheltered valleys, and, as in more northern 
latitudes, wild flowers grow in profusion during the short weeks of summer. 
There are myriads of small lakes throughout the region—small bodies of 
crystal-clear water—and wherever we find localities uninhabited by man, 
there are many nesting waterfowl. Eiders, Great Black-backed and Herring 
Gulls rear their young upon the gentle slopes, while Murres, Puffins, and

Auks dwell among the crannies of the ledges buffeted by the seas. We found 
that almost every little pond had its pair of nesting Loons—in fact, the birds 
were more common than in arctic Alaska. 

Audubon was greatly impressed with the wild beauty of the Labrador. He 
recorded in his journal, under date of July 2, 1833: “...the beautiful fresh 
water lakes, the rugged crests of greatly elevated islands, wherein the Red- 
throated and Black-necked Divers swim as proudly as Swans do in other 
latitudes, and where the fish appear to have been cast as strayed beings from 
a surplus of food of the ocean. All—all is wonderfully grand, wild—aye, 
terrific.” On July 6, Audubon drew in the figures of his well-known paintings, 
writing in his notes, “By dint of hard work and rising at three, I have drawn a 
Colymbus septentrionalis and a young one... .” 

On the same date, in the same locality, just ninety-nine years later, I put 
up my photographic blind near a nest containing two eggs, as I desired motion 
pictures for the film library of the Chicago Academy of Sciences; I concealed 
myself within the blind, with the photographic outfit, and within an hour had 
the satisfaction of seeing my prospective victim alight upon the rippled waters. 

The bird was quite nervous, for the blind stood out prominently against 
the sky and the wind ruffled the canvas with slight crackling sounds. At first, 
she was satisfied to stay at a distance, calling a plaintive mi-eow mi-eow, but 
finally she dived, and a few moments later reappeared at the edge of the nest. 
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She revolved about in the water, with long neck outstretched, giving forth the 
characteristic kok-ar-ow-kok-ar-ow call so familiar to all who have visited the 
northern tundra, and then, with little hesitation, slid her satiny white breast 
upon the mud bank, progressed forward with a couple of awkward bumps, 
and then, rising on her tarsi, carefully tucked the eggs far between her legs. 
She appeared oblivious to the whirring of the camera as she arranged the eggs 
to her liking, and gradually turned so she faced the open water. Even on the 
nest, in the open, the Loon was very inconspicuous, for the red throat-patch 
appeared as a black streak of shadow, resembling the shadows among nearby 
willows, and the gray color of the head, neck, and back was of the same value 
as the water beyond. 

A few days later, Dr. Lewis and I were weather-bound in a land-locked 
haven, and we wandered ashore in the fog and the mist of early morning, just 
to see what we could see. A drizzling rain set in before we had gone very far, 
and we were turning back when we sighted an old Loon, with a tiny chick, 
in the middle of a little pond. A short search showed us the nest, with another 
newly hatched baby. We put a few reeds across the entrance of the nest to 
keep this young one at home, hurried back to the boat, and then returned with 
the blind and camera. Weather conditions make little difference when photo- 
graphing birds, for unfortunately, like time and tide, young birds do not wait 
for any cameraman. We had to take our pictures, light or no light. 

Our adult was still swimming along the far side of the lake with the young 
one trailing after as though towed with a line. Every once in a while the parent 
would attempt to crawl out on the bank, but it was too steep, and she would 
tumble over backward; she continued to work along the shore, and if the baby 
did not follow closely, she would turn around quickly and dart back for it. 
Finally the mother and youngster swam by the blind, and after a little pause, 
the old one darted up the slide and over the barrier I had erected, and covered 
the young one in the nest. The one she had been convoying followed closely 
and was quickly hidden beneath the wings of the parent. 

I made film to my heart’s content, for although the Loon would dive when 
I changed lenses or film, and was followed by the little ones, bobbing along like 
animated corks, they always returned again: But, after all, there is a limit to 
what one can do on a gray day, with fog settling over the island and occasional 
rain splashing onto the lenses, so I packed my camera, took down my blind, and 
squashed back toward the boat. As I reached the bluff which dropped to the 
water’s edge, looking back I could see that both adults were in the middle 
of the lagoon, with their tiny black chicks beside them, and as I dropped from 
view, they paid for my photographic efforts with their familiar kok-ar-ow- 
kok-ar-ow, as a final farewell.

In addition to the usual Christmas Census, 
conducted annually by the San Diego Natural 
History Society, a field-trip for the observa- 
tion of winter birds, under the direction of 
Mr. Frank F. Gander, was held at Lindo 
Lake on Saturday, January 26. Comment- 
ing on the Christmas Census, the bulletin of 
the Natural History Museum of San Diego 
reports: “The San Diego census totalled 
118 different kinds of birds.... This is 14 
species less than San Diego’s record and 
reflects to some extent changing conditions 
in the local bird-population. For example, 
several kinds of Ducks recorded in previous 
years were absent; not a single Barn Owl 
could be found—a situation perhaps trace- 
able to gopher-poisoning operations. . . .” 


Missouri Audubon Society Plans 
Extensive Prograin 


The January News-Letter of the Audubon 
Society of Missouri announces an extensive 
and active program for 1935. The educational 
program of the Society will include the pub- 
lication of bulletins and the preparation of 
a set of colored lantern slides for loan to 
interested groups throughout the state. An 
especially interesting activity of the Society’s 
members is the construction of “outside 
rooms” from which observation of local bird- 
life will be possible. This combination of 
permanent observation blinds and small bird 
sanctuaries is a novel and attractive means 
of combining conservation, education, and 
recreation.

THE WILLOW PTARMIGAN

An incubator orphan am I. The egg from which I hatched was transported 
3000 miles from the tundra nest in which it was laid and I have been reared 
by a mechanical mother far from the land of my ancestors, the barren grounds 
of Hudson Bay. You may never have an opportunity to visit this far-away 
country where ice may be 
thousands of years old and 
where trees survive by bur- 
rowing like lemmings 
through the moss and send- 
ing tiny branches to the 
sunlight during the short 
summer. But let me tell 
you the story of my kind 
so that you may know life 
exists without the luxuries 
you think necessary; not 
only exists but is enjoyed to

STOCKINGS R . 

Love, hate, jealousy, friend- 
ship, contentment, maternal pride, and paternal satisfaction; the coming of 
spring, the warmth of summer, the bounteousness of autumn, the rigors of 
winter are felt by us perhaps the more keenly because of their intensity, 
and they have developed in us a placidity that scarcely knows fear, anguish, or 
remorse. We take things as they come, make the best of them, and enjoy 
life while we may. This is my story. 

Ages and ages ago, in the past so remote that neither man nor mammal 
had yet sprung from the primordial stock, in the days when even the con- 
tinents were not as they are today, there lived many strange birds. They 
lived and died much as the birds today and little realized the changes that 
were going on about them. In greater and greater variety they evolved and 


ene pay ay OSE 
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each in its turn tried to populate the whole world as it then existed, and in 
turn gave way to others better qualified to carry on in the changing universe. 
As age succeeded age one dominant type of bird gave place to another until 
finally there came the “‘song-bird” type as you know it today, in magnificent 
variety and in myriad numbers, seeking out even the most remote and inac- 
cessible islands to fill them with color and cheer. But in the evolution of the 
highest avian type, some of us that arose earlier in the earth’s history have 
been able to persist and even today lay claim to a not insignificant place in 
the affairs of the world. 

I belong with the gallinaceous birds, short of wing, stout of leg, and heavy 
of breast, important, if for no other reason, in supplying a food for man and 
other flesh-eating creatures. Some of us you call Grouse, some Pheasants, 
some Quail, some Turkeys, some merely poultry, and I, if you wish, am an 
“Eskimo Chicken” though I really belong to the Grouse family, of ancient and 
honorable lineage in the northern hemisphere. Quite early in gallinaceous 
history we Grouse became differentiated from the other fowl-like birds and 
to this day you can recognize us from the Pheasants, Quail, and other families 
by the feathering on our legs. We Ptarmigan, constituting a relatively small 
group of six species in the Grouse family, have the feathers extending clear to 
the tips of our toes but the other Grouse are never feathered beyond the 
bases of theirs. 

Ice and snow, so inimical to most birds, have spelled opportunity to our 
family so that today you find few Grouse in the tropics but over roo species

in the northern hemisphere. Of them all we Ptarmigan seem to mind the 
cold the least. One of us, the Red Grouse of the British Isles that does not 
turn white in winter, lives where the climate is fairly mild the year ’round 
but the rest of us prefer the barren grounds close to the Arctic Circle, though 
the White-tailed Ptarmigan is found on the mountain-tops as far south as 
Colorado or even New Mexico. We Willow Ptarmigan are found during the 
summer throughout the barren grounds north of timberline on both sides of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. During the seven months of winter we band 
together in large flocks, sometimes burrowing beneath the snow for protection 
against the icy winds or creeping about among the dwarf willows and birches 
upon the buds of which we depend for food. Some winters we move southward 
hundreds of miles, like our summer companions the Snow Buntings and 
Lapland Longspurs, to a place where food is more abundant, but more often 
we gather along the banks of streams or wherever a tangle of willows and 
dwarf birches offers us sustenance. Every seven to ten years, after having 
enjoyed several successful nesting seasons, we increase to a point of remarkable 
abundance. Then it is that we have to move southward when winter comes, for 
there would not be enough buds in the whole northland to feed us once the 
snows arrived. When we do start south we scarcely know when to stop, for 
the country over which we pass is heavily forested with larch and spruce and 
this does not appeal to us. So on we go, mile after mile, until some of us reach 
even the open country a thousand miles to the south. But many of us never 
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arrive, for the journey is fraught with danger and we scarcely know how to 
behave in the forest to escape our enemies. 

Our headlong flight often results in a broken wing or a broken neck when 
we collide with branches or, in recent years, with the telegraph wires that 
have been stretched across our line of flight. But these southward flights do 
not occur frequently, for our myriad numbers do not last long. Food-shortage, 
disease, arctic foxes and other predators soon reduce us to normal numbers 
once again. This is often accentuated because the mice and lemmings that 
furnish the usual food of the foxes and Snowy Owls, and which ordinarily 
multiply even more rapidly than do we, suddenly become decimated by disease 
and quite naturally the predators all turn upon us as the next easiest food- 
supply. Then once again we start our cycle at the bottom and several years 
elapse before we are once more a common sight on the tundra. 

All winter long we are snow-white except for our black tails, which show 
only during flight, and for our black beady eyes. About the first of April reddish 
brown feathers begin to appear on the heads of us males and darker brown 
spots on the upperparts of the females. If we have migrated far to the south, 
we know that it is now time to make for the barren grounds, and by the first 
of May, when bare spots begin to appear on the tundra, you will find our 
flocks dispersed and us males perched conspicuously on boulders or mounds or 
the tops of dwarfed spruces challenging all others to keep out of the territories

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which we are now ready to defend. Our heads and shoulders are now completely 
reddish brown, and we have bright scarlet combs over our eyes, which we can 
erect at will whenever we get excited. The rest of our plumage, however, still 
appears snow-white. 

During the winter we have been rather wary but now we forget all fear of 
man or beast, and you can walk up within five to six feet of us and we will 
stand our ground or perhaps 
tell you to “get-aout” in a 
low guttural tone of no un- 
certain meaning. If you do 
make us fly we will not go 
far and before alighting, will 
pitch upward so that as we 
glide down on spread pinions 
to some other lookout we 
can issue our challenge so 
that all can hear. Cack-cack- 
cack-cack-cack-cack we call 
as we sail down to one of 
our favorite boulders and 
then, as we land: Come here, 
come here, come here— go 
back, go back, go back. 

Once in a while one male 
Ptarmigan may try to claim 
a part of another’s terri-

challenge. When a female appears, however, it is quite a different story. Her 

arrival is the sign for a display of plumage similar to that of the Turkey gobbler 

with tail erected, wings drooped, and all the feathers standing on end so as 

to cause the love-lorn male to assume twice his normal proportions. It is a 

gay life for a while, with dozens of males cackling and challenging all around, 

especially early in the morning. 

Our females change their feathers somewhat more rapidly than we males 
because they must be all brown before they start incubation while we remain 
mostly white, except for our reddish brown heads and shoulders, even after 
all the eggs are laid. Indeed this is an advantage to our species, for it attracts 
enemies toward us rather than toward our nests, and we are clever enough to 
elude them. Soon, however, we lose our white body feathers for more of the 
reddish ones and a few brown ones, like those of our mates, and blacker ones, 
also, especially on our underparts. 
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We Ptarmigan are somewhat different from other birds in our feather- 
change, for most birds have short, definite periods in which their molting takes 
place while, except for the winter, we change feathers almost continuously. 
From November until April we are white; during April, May, and early June 
we are spotted white and brown; during late June, July, and August we are 
mottled brown except for our white wings and black tails; during September 
and October we are again spotted with white. Even during that period from 
June to September when we are ap- 
parently in our summer plumage, [RS Es ee 
we change certain of our brown es ie of ee 
feathers for others slightly different 9 Cage 
so that we never get away from 
that “itchy” feeling of stiff “pin- 
feathers” pushing through our skins. 

Well, as soon as our mates have 
changed their white back feathers 
for brown and realize that they are 
no longer so conspicuous on the 
gray and brown tundra, they begin 
to pick out places for nests. Were 
you to ask me what kind of place 
they prefer, I could not answer, 
except that it is always on the 
ground, for no two nests are ever 
quite the same. Sometimes a 
female selects a spot under an out- 
lying spruce branch or low bush; 
sometimes in the drift left by high GRADUALLY WE TURN BROWN, BUT OUR 
water at the edge of a pond; some- WINGS ARE ALWAYS WHITE 
times on a hummock surrounded 
by water or again in a slight depression on the level tundra with no protection 
whatever; there isn’t any preferred place, nor is there really any nest, just a 
few broken leaves or grasses. We males always let the females decide where 
the nest is to be, and we let them do all the incubating for we are still too con- 
spicuous in our spotted plumage even should we desire to help. Indeed, we 
keep away from the nest as much as possible and will even come to meet you 
and lead you away from it also, But just let our mate give her alarm call, 
as she surely will if you frighten her from her eggs, and we will dash to the 
rescue and will not hesitate to thrash you with our wings if you try to harm her. 
Always we are on guard within a hundred yards of the nest, but as the season 
advances we become progressively less conspicuous as we lose all of our white 
feathers. 

If there is any egg more beautiful than a freshly laid Ptarmigan’s, I should 
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like to know it. Such a richness of color one rarely sees. Indeed, it is just too 
perfect to last, and within a few hours the deep red spots have changed to 
black and the ochraceous ground-color to buff or tan. They are still striking, 
however, with their innumerable black blotches, and any bird might well be 
proud of them, even though their initial loveliness has disappeared. 

For 22 days the eggs have to be warmed against the chill breezes from 
Hudson Bay and protected from the keen eyes of marauding Jaegers before a 
peeping from within announces that soon our troubles and our dangers will 
be redoubled. It is a great day when we 
leave the empty shells behind and, with 
our nine or ten youngsters, start explor- 
ing the tundra for caterpillars and beetles. 
We grown birds live principally upon the 
leaves or buds of the dwarf willows and 
birches, with occasional blueberries and 
cranberries, but our youngsters live mostly 
on insects the first week. These they have 
to find for themselves as they travel along 
in skirmish-line, mother walking amongst 
them while father brings up the rear. 
The first day our family may move only 
a hundred feet but before long we will 
have moved clear out of our original 
territory, for no longer are any of the 
males trying to defend the others. 

Our youngsters are cute little chaps 
in their mottled yellowish brown down 
with chestnut caps and with feathers growing clear to the tips of their toes 
from the start, just like their parents. When they are a week old they can fly 
short distances. By the time they are a month old they have replaced most of 
their natal down with barred brownish juvenile feathers and already their 
little brown flight-feathers are being replaced with the white ones they will 
wear during the winter. The change starts in the middle and works both ways. 
At six weeks their little black tails are visible beyond the coverts, and at ten 
weeks white feathers have begun to appear on their backs in preparation for 
the first snowfall announcing the coming of winter. When they are fourteen 
weeks old our children are all white, like their parents, except for their outer 
primaries which are somewhat grayer. It is now the first of November and 
winter has already sealed the ponds with ice and dusted the tundra with snow. 
The Curlews and Plover, the myriad Sandpipers, the Pipits and Longspurs, 
and even the Snow Buntings that grew up with our youngsters have now 
deserted the tundra and left us for milder climates farther south. 

Many Ptarmigan families now band together and, as the snows grow deeper,

move to the river valleys and areas of willows and birches where food is more 
plentiful. Sometimes as many as a thousand of us come together before any 
of us move south, and we are no longer tame as we were during the summer, 
being ever on the alert for danger. At night we fly to roosts in the snow so as 
to leave no telltale tracks, and many a time we become completely covered 
during the nights, which are now as long as they were short during the summer. 
During the summer we had scarcely three hours of darkness, now scarcely 
that of daylight. 

Hungry times are these because long before it grows light enough to see, 
the food we stored in our crops the preceding evening has been digested and 
it is not too nourishing anyway. Always we have to be alert for foxes and 
Snowy Owls and always we have to be searching for buds that protrude above 
the snow and that haven’t been devoured by the arctic hares. We do not mind 
the cold so long as we can find food, even when it gets fifty below zero, but the 
first signs of spring and bare ground are always very welcome, and then those 
of us from farthest north start the return journey and those of us that live at 
timberline repair to our territories of the preceding year. It’s a rigorous life 
up there in the Arctic but we love it. I wish I were there now.

WITH THIS ISSUE the National Association 
of Audubon Societies becomes the owner of 
Brrp-Lore and the Editor welcomes as his 
colleague Mr. William Vogt, representing 
that organization. 

It is an occasion that prompts reminis- 
cence. Thirty-six years represent an appre- 
ciable amount of time and effort. During this 
period the Editor of Brrp-LorE (who was 
alone responsible for the magazine’s manage- 
ment) was not without other occupations and 
always he was conscious that his charge 
suffered for lack of the attention that was its 
due but which he was unable to give it. 
Nevertheless, the magazine has been con- 
ducted on a definite plan and, to the best of 
our limitations, we have lived up to it. This 
plan, or object, was stated in our subtitle 
which read “Devoted to the study and pro- 
tection of birds.” 

As the organ of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies, it was obviously the 
magazine’s function to inform its readers of 
the Association’s plans for special campaigns 
to save birds threatened with extinction, to 
give them news from the many fronts on 
which the battle for the birds was being 
waged, to let them know of the Association’s 
remarkable work in the schools, where 
hundreds of thousands of children have yearly 
had their feet placed on the first rung of the 
ladder to bird-lore—in short, to tell its 
clientele of its innumerable activities in the 
field of wildlife conservation, both at home 


and abroad. All this was done through the 
Audubon Executive Department. 

But when safety for our song and insectiv- 
orous birds was assured, the work of the 
Audubon Societies was not half finished. They 
had secured protection for these birds not 
only because of their economic value but be- 
cause they were the “most eloquent expres- 
sions of nature’s beauty, joy and freedom.”’ 
Birds might continue to destroy noxious 
insects and weed seeds without our being 
aware of their existence, but to realize their 
charm and beauty, the part they play in the 
life of the seasons, the part they may play in 
our lives, we must know them. 

Here begins a new and vital contact with 
nature. It may not extend beyond our 
window-sills or our dooryards; it may lead us 
to the end ot the earth, and the farther we go 
the greater will be our reward. 

It is Brrp-Lore’s function to help arouse 
this interest in the living birds. Textbooks 
care for the matter of identification and tell 
us how, when, and where bird-friendships 
may be formed. What tollows is a matter of 
individual experience to be shared with our 
fellow bird-lovers, perhaps in the pages of 
Brrp-Lore as a contribution to the fund of 
ornithological knowledge. 

Who can estimate the value to birds, bird- 
lovers, and bird-lore of Brrp-Lore’s 14,000 
or more pages and nearly sooo illustrations? 
I doubt if in the literature of ornithology 
there is a publication comparable to Brrp- 
Lore’s “Christmas Census.” Its importance 
as a source of information becomes more 
evident each year. But jess obvious is the 
part it has played in developing a definite 
interest in bird-study, in encouraging ac- 
curacy of observation, in acquainting us with 
the existence of other birds and other bird- 
lovers. From a score or more, the census- 
takers now number nearly a thousand, and in 
the annals of the earlier years will be found 
the names of those who now rank high in the 
roster of American ornithologists. 

But it is the possibilities of Brrp-Lore’s 
future that arouses our enthusiasm. Now it 
may hope for the care and support it deserves. 
Now it may wholly fill its place as the organ 
of a great society and the meeting-place of 
those who love birds.—F. M. C. 


THE SEASON 


At Geneva, N. Y., for example, the Christmas 


An analysis of the Christmas censuses, 
coupled with the reports of correspondents 
and observers, shows that in many parts of 
the country there was a marked shortage of 
waterfowl. A Nova Scotia observer writes: 
“The extremely severe winter of 1933-34 
played havoc among the Black Ducks.... 
As to the numbers of Ducks, I feel safe in 
saying that there are this fall not more than 
20 per cent of our normal numbers of birds 
with us, and the percentage may be even less 
than that. The remainder died last winter.” 
Another informant states that on Merry- 
meeting Bay, Maine, where the usual kill the 
opening week of the shooting season is in the 
neighborhood of 1000 birds, the kill for the 
entire first month was only 42. On Long 
Island, at concentration points under the 
writer’s observation, the number of Black 
Ducks is about 50 per cent of normal. From 
New Jersey, on the other hand, Mr. Charles 
Urner reports some increase in wintering 
Black Ducks, as well as Scaup and Brant. 
“Tt is possible,” he says, “that the increase— 
over the meager totals of December last 
year—is due as much to the milder December 
this year as to any actual increase in 
numbers.” 

From Florida, Mr. Francis M. Weston 
writes: “From what I have seen and heard, 
Ducks are unusually scarce. This applies 
particularly to the Lesser Scaup, which was 
our most abundant Duck ten years ago. 
Even in winters when few stay over, we 
usually see a large fall migration, but this 
has been much reduced the past three or 
four years.” 

Dr. Thomas S. Roberts, Season Editor 
from Minnesota, says that “by interviewing 
several of my Duck-hunting friends I learned 
that with the exception of certain concentra- 
tion points Ducks were very scarce. Mallards 
and Pintails were the only species killed in 
any numbers with Lesser Scaups as the 
season closed. All agreed that there was a 
marked reduction in all species. The more 
intelligent sportsmen are convinced that 
there must be a stop put to Duck-shooting for 
a period long enough to allow a come-back.” 

This comment on concentrations explains, 
in many cases, the sincere belief of some 
sportsmen that waterfowl are still plentiful. 


census showed 8000 Redheads. The other 
104 censuses on which Ducks appeared 
showed a total of only 94 individuals ot this 
species. The entire census listed only 60 
Gadwalls. Out of 487 Ruddy Ducks seen, 
457 were counted on the West Coast. Three 
thousand and eighteen Pintails were listed, 
but of these 1590 were counted by five 
observers, also on the West Coast. Less than 
3000 Blacks were reported in the 16 censuses 
from New England. The ros censuses includ- 
ing Ducks showed a complete total of 714 
Canvasbacks. 

In November, Dr. Pearson estimated there 
were 10,000 Redheads on the Gunpowder 
River in Maryland. It is believed that these, 
with the Geneva birds, represent a very large 
proportion of the Redheads in North America; 
at least, extensive inquiries have disclosed 
only one other concentration, in the Laguna 
Madre country of southern Texas. 

On November 20, the number of Canvas- 
backs on the Susquehanna Flats in Maryland 
was estimated at more than 200,000; early 
in January there were still some 25,000 there, 
most of them having apparently scattered 
southward, but this is the only large concen- 
tration of Canvasbacks reported. 

In spite of the reduction in the number of 
shooting days in 1934 from 60 to 30, the 
number of man-hours of shooting at a Duck 
club on the Gulf was approximately 1234 to 
December 23, 1934, as compared with 1396 
to December 31, 1933. This club reports that 
in 1933 its members killed 160 Canvasbacks; 
in 1934 they killed 62. In 1933 they shot 
30 Redheads; in 1934 the kill was 10. In 
1933 their kill of Gadwall was 297; in 1934 
it was 183. 

Thus the situation mirrored by the Christ- 
mas Census seems, from the reports of other 
observers, to give a fair indication of the 
distribution and abundance of waterfowl. It 
is to be hoped that in future censuses ob- 
servers will make an effort to reach other 
localities where Ducks and Geese are found. 
However, 105 parties (some of them indi- 
viduals) visited at least 1o5 ponds, streams, 
lakes, or shores, where they observed water- 
fowl. Their findings can not be lightly dis- 
regarded.—W. V. 
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HE difficult perennial task of the Census editor as to which reports to 

accept and which to reject, is again lightened this year by the customary 

disregard of Brrp-Lore’s simple—and_ irreducible—rules. When, 
because of space limitations, one is compelled to discard a sizeable proportion 
of the material submitted, perhaps one should give thanks for such human 
fallibility. If, however, this weeding-out forces the abandonment: of a fine 
Oklahoma list because the 15-mile diameter was interpreted as radius; and 
if one of the most interesting censuses received—t1og species, from Texas— 
must go into the waste-basket because it completely failed to conform to 
A. O. U. Check-List order, this is almost enough to make the editor agree 
with some of the dissatisfied correspondents whose lists, also, were banned for 
non-conformity. 

It is impossible to relax the rules, however, for two reasons: The first is 
that the annual Census, taken within the specified period and area, has in- 
creased in usefulness year by year, simply because it is limited, in a manner 
of speaking, by these dimensions. Each year’s count has a comparative value 
that would be completely lacking were the participants to use a 15-mile radius 
one year and a 15-mile diameter the next; the value of stipulated days is, of 
course, similar. 

The second reason that the few rules must be insisted on is mechanical. 
If the lists of species are not printed in a recognized order, they will not only 
be virtually useless to the future researcher who may want to utilize them; 
they will enormously complicate editorial difficulties. Censuses are received 
at the Brrp-Lore office, literally by the hundred. It is imperative, if the 
magazine is not to be delayed, that they be prepared for the printer as quickly 
as may be. The pressure of this work makes extensive editorial revision im- 
possible and the disorderly list must be rejected. This matter is discussed in 
some detail, both in the hope that fewer rejections will be required next year 
and that this explanation will reduce the number of protesting letters written 
annually by disappointed canvassers. 

Southern California again shows that it has superior attractions for bird 
students, by sending a list of 170 species, 20,325 individuals, from Santa 
Monica. To this state goes also the palm for the largest one-man list—1o9 
species on the Monterey peninsula. 

In the East, the Barnegat Bay, N. J., census of 105 species far outstrips 
the lists of the principal rival groups to the north and south, though all these 
regions continue to offer greater ornithological riches as, year by year, they 
are worked with increasing intensity. Though the law of diminishing returns 
is operative, it is still possible, by taking thought, to increase one’s ornitho- 
logical stature. It is notable that lists are still growing in regions that have 
been combed—almost inch by inch—for eight, ten, or more years.
